Surely you will not sell that precious 
heritage, crimsoned with the blood of 
your martyred sires, for a mess of por- 
ridge. “For what doth it profit a man,” 
asks Christ, “if he gain the whole 
world, and suffer the loss of his own 
soul?”

Of these judgments, 48 were de- 
cided in favor of the pre-existing 
nullity of marriage, 76 against 
nullity or in favor of a valid mar- 
riage.

Warsaw—The Workers’ and 
Peasants’ Children’s Friends or- 
ganizations, two communist-domin- 
ated educational groups in Poland, 
were officially merged May 12 to 
take over the education of the 
younger generation as “builders of 
a Socialist Poland.” The fusion 
congress was attended by leading 
communist cabinet members and 
delegates of both organizations. 
The fusion resolution was accept- 
ed “unanimously.” The new or- 
anization is called Society of 

ildren’s Friends. 


The aim of the fusion was clear- 
ly stated by Communist Dorota 
Fisavacks. who said in part: 


“Not only hostile elements, but 
those indifferent to the cause of 
social rebuilding of the country 
cannot be permitted to influence 
the youth in a people’s Poland. A 
battle for the rule over the souls 

d minds of the young generation 
is being waged. We are respon- 
sible for the future of the young 
generation, because we have sole 
authority in Poland. The care for 
the child’s fate must be exclusive- 
ly ours.” 


The new organizations will fight 
to deprive the Catholic Church of 
the right to educate children or 
teach religion in schools. Totali- 
tarian Communism seeks exclusive 
rights to educate the Polish youth 
from its most tender years, in 
order to isolate future generations 
from Christian tradition. It will 

aided in ‘this aim by com- 
unist trade unions, the Peasants’

Send this copy 
and four others to people whom 
you wish good luck. 

“Don’t send money. Don’t keep 
this copy. It must be in the mail 
24 hours after receiving it. Gracie

and lost it when he broke the 
chain. 

“Remember, you will have good 
luck four days after receiving this 
letter. It is not a joke. I receiv- 
ed it in the mail.

How could the sender of that 
letter so glibly promise that who- 
ever sends it along will receive 
good luck four days afterward? 
A persons who sends anonymous 
mail is always more concerned 
about his own welfare than for 
anybody else. Being of a super- 


stitious trend of mind the sender 
of a chain letter is first, last and 


always motivated by self-centered 
thoughts. 


Believing that good “luck must 
follow the sending of chain letters 
is like putting faith in the fanci- 
ful prediction of fortune tellers. 
As for Gracie Alle getting $3,000 
in the manner described, that is 
equally foolish. 


Should you write and ask Gracie 
Allen for certification of the chain 
letter using her name as testi- 
mony, she would probably say that 
she loathes anonymous letters, and 
that the writer did not have per- 
mission to use her name as bait 
for superstitious chain letter fish- 
ers for unearned money. 


What can you do about chain 
letters? Instead of getting writ- 
er’s cramp, destroy every one that 
comes your way@ And don’t give 
a thought to bad luck.that might 
follow in its wake. If any bad 
luck is on the way it will arrive 
without any assistance from a 
chain letter. Best of all, use the 
substitute for superstition which 
is faith. 

It is really simple. Ask God 
for strength to meet whatever lies 
ahead. In so doing it will be much 
easier to step out of your super- 
stitions. And well on the way to 
greater faith and enjoyment of 
living.

meant for you! 


t I am a 
Catholic college student. Now ap- 
proaching my senior year, this is 
the realization to which I have 
come. May I tell you? . 

First of all, perhaps I had bet- 
ter explain wy I sing up this 
subject now, when you have just 
begun your summer vacation. But 
now is the time to plan for Sep- 
tember, to enroll in the college of 
your choice. 

Motivating a large part of the 
nation’s youth to submit them- 
selves to four years of Righer edu- 
cation is both the promise of eco- 
nomic security and the desire to 
work in a particular field. Two 
valid reasons, but if either a Cath- 
olic or a secular coll is equip- 
ped to fulfill these needs, why then 
choose a Catholic college? 

A Catholic college offers this, 
and more. But it is the “more” 
which counts, for its acceptance 
or rejection may mean the accept- 
ance or rejection of both temporal 
and eternal happiness. 

Our Catechisms teach us that 
man is a creature composed of 
body and soul, made to the image 
and likeness of God, and put into 
this world to serve God and to be 
happy with Him forever in heaven. 
To serve God and to be happy with 
Him forever in heaven is hati the 
purpose of life, and the prepara- 
tion of the student to fulfill this 
purpose is the aim of Catholic 


education. 

Morality? A _ bunch of. inhibi- 
tions. Religion? Pious prattling. 
Government? The state is su- 
preme. The soul? But there is 
no soul. These are the ideas 
which are coming out of our se- 
cular universities. And they are 
more than ideas. They are a way 
of life. 

In an. issue of the magazine 
Integrity devoted to education, a 
graduate of a well-known college 
says that four years of such edu- 
cation left her with: 

1. A militant immorality. 

2. A whole set of erroneous 
convictions. 

A mind closed to the super- 
natural. 

4. A profound ignorance of the 
purpose of life, the existence and 
nature of God, and all the rest of 
the really essential truths. 

A growing despair. 

This is not an unusual picture, 
but one which might easily have 
been taken in your own little cor- 
ner of the world. 


Perhaps you already know of a 
Catholic who attended a secular 
college and has lost his faith. 
If not, prove to yourself the con- 
ditions which exist there. Ask 
some of your friends who are at- 
tending secular colleges what they 
understand of their place in the 
universe, of their relation to God, 
and the’ meaning of happiness. 
Their answers may terrify you. 


But think of the students in these ’ 


universities who do not even be- 
lieve in God, much less in- the 
existence of their immortal soul. 

Education is not merely an ac- 
cumulation of facts over a period 
of years, but a life-long process 
whose purpose is to give you the 
ability to discern between truth 
and error, good and evil, right and 
injustice. It should teach you self- 
control, self discipline and social 
responsibility. In other words, it 
should teach you how to live. * 

Secondarily, education should 
teach you how to analyze and in- 
terpret facts. And ultimately how 
can you interpret that 2 and 2 
equal 4 if you are not intimately 
acquainted with the God who made 
it so. 

The basie difference between a 
Catholic and a sec college is, 
then, the acknowledgment of the 
“why” of life, and of the “where.” 
Through its religious teaching a 
Catholic college places each course 
in its proper setting. Where re-

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Burying The Dead 


T no time are people so easily 
offended as shortly after a 
bereavement. Grief makes all of 
us sensitive because it has already 
eut through the hard shell most 
of us accumulate in the process of 
daily living. Then if ever, the 
priest must be most careful not to 
offend: and this at the very time 
when people are apt to ask for 
concessions that the priest may 
not be able to grant. 


The Church has three degrees of 
ceremony for the funeral Mass: 
the read or low, the sung or can- 
tata, and the solemn Mass. But 
not infrequently the bereaved will 
ask for some addition or some 
combination which the priest can- 
not grant without present devia- 
tion from the law and the likeli- 
hood of future embarassment. 


At times the request will be for 
a low Mass with hymns. This is 
not as easy as it seems. Suitable 
solos for funerals are few: full 
choirs are difficult to assemble on 
weekdays; the requested numbers 
are often unliturgical and forbid- 
den or quite unsuited for such an 
occasion. 

“Lead Kindly Light,” long a 
favorite with bygone generations, 
was never intended for death: 
Newman wrote it as a prayer for 
guidance towards the true Faith 
and it is properly used for mis- 
sions, retreats and similar exer- 
cises.

“Abide With Me” is rather in 
anticipation of demise than in the 
presence of death. These last are 
certainly not hymns in the Catho- 
lic sense. Nor, for that matter, is 
the singing of hymns of any kind 
too highly esteemed by liturgists 
as appropriate accompaniment for 
the missa lecta.

However much florists may re- 
gret the falling off in floral gifts 
of a funeral nature, the offering 
of Masses for the repose of the 
deceased is infinitely more in keep- 
ing with Catholic thought, Flow- 
ers, even at funerals, have always 
been for the benefit of the living 
rather than of the dead. They be- 
long to this world from which our 
friend has now. departed, while 
Masses and prayers reach after 
the soul that has entered into the 
world beyond.: 


In no case should flowers accom- 
pany the remains into the church, 
either as a covering for the coffin 
or as an altar rail advertisement 
of the popularity of the departed. 
Nor does it seem fit to place upon 
the altar after the obsequies 
blooms that were primarily given 
to deck the tomb. 


The Funeral Pall 


Proper covering for the casket at 
the funeral rite is the pall. Marked 
with ‘a cross it signifies the Faith 
possessed by the deceased. And 
its use upon the plainest or the 
most elaborate catafalque covers 
the trappings of worldly vanity 
and the distinctions of social or 
financial standing and lets all men 
lie alike before the altar as they 
must stand alike before God. 


The pall emphasizes in death a 
democracy which was not. always 
too apparent in life. It covers the 
shame of the poor and the pride 
of the rich. It preaches the lesson 
of essential brotherhood to those 
who need to be reminded that 
death is our common heritage. 
And it is the official rite of the 
Church for covering the remains 
of the departed save when ser- 
vice to one’s country merits the 
final shelter of one’s flag. Only in 
the case of infants—children who 
have not reached the use of rea- 
son—can there be a proper use of 
flowers above the remains as a 
sign of joy, not of grief.

The Time To Pray 


A very good custom that is 
growing among parishes and fun- 
eral directors is the providing of 
‘little Mass Missals for the Funer- 
al Service. These cost little and 
can be used again. They permit 
Catholics and those not of our 
Flock to follow the Mass and join 
the priest in praying for the soul 
of the departed. 


The mourners should certainly 
not be content to sit through the 
Holy Sacrifice in unthinking grief, 
as if they felt their relative and 
friend had just entirely ceased to 
exist. It is such an attitude that 
makes nerves break down and 
people faint or give way to un- 
reasoning and .noisy demonstra- 
tions of grief—demonstrations 
that are no credit to their self- 
control, their thoughtfulness for 
the dead or their religious convic- 
tions. And to those who are pre- 


rather than from closer affections, 
the following of the burial rite 
can be instructive, devotional and 
even an opening wedge for the 
Faith they may not have been 
given. 


Sermon Specifications 


Praise of the dead at funerals is 
forbidden by Church Law unless 
permitted in special circumstances 
by the Bishop. In places where the 
‘priest because of custom of circ- 
umstances, feels it proper to preach 
upon some subject suited to the 
occasion, many blame him for not 
making some mention of the de- 
ceased. Yet the preacher can hard- 
ly do this without praising and 
Catholics should understand this 
although others may think it 
strange unless they are aware of 
the Church’s mind in this matter. 


Now that funerals are attended 
almost exclusively by the family 
and close friends, funeral discours- 
es are becoming less frequent. 
Again, it is not the time for prea- 
ching but for praying. An express- 
ion of sympathy would be in order; 
but it might easily lead to embarr- 
assment in some occasions, betray 
the priest into forbidden praise 
when he has already expressed his 
= to the bereaved rela- 
ives. 


At The Grave 


The restraint of grief and the 
spirit of prayer that should accom- 
pany the funeral Mass are equally 
in place at the interment. This is 
perhaps the most trying moment 
in the entire funeral sequence. It is 
well for the mourners to respond 
to the prayers, Any added bless- 
ings or discourses are not in keep- 
ing with the Church’s desire and 
only lead to regrettable addition to 
the already heavy burden of sor- 
row on the bereaved. Better to 
leave with the priest than to ling- 
er uselessly and harmfully at the 
spot that receives only the mortal 
remains while the immortal per- 
son we loved has been called out of 
life through the portals of death 
into what we hope will be an etern- 
ity of happiness.

Take Reading, 
For Example 


I preside negularly in the girls’ 
study hall where I keep the peace 
by fair means or foul. From my 
rostrum I have an eye on the keen 
teens (begging their pardon); I 
also read or write or even red- 
pencil quiz papers—though that 
last isn’t exactly my idea of a re- 


and magazines at strategic spots 
about the place, I manage to pick 
them up at odd moments during the 
day, and so I read biography, his- 
tory, fiction and curent articles of 
interest. We Dominican Sisters do 
not recreate at meals; instead, we 
listen to a Sister who reads aloud 
the best of spiritual books as we 
take our daily bread. In this way 
I enjoy dozens of other good ‘books 
which I might not’ otherwise have 
time to read. 


Then there’s music. Taking my 
turn at portress duty gives me an 
opportunity to play the piano near- 
by—sometimes to practice serious- 
ly. After all, telephone and door- 
bells don’t ring constantly, Last 
year, just for fun, I made a few 
recordings on the school radio- 
recorder. Anybody would know 
that they are_piano recordings—not 
oboe or jewsharp—even if the 
needle does have to be helped over 
a few little spots on the records.+ 
I’ve never rollicked through a Bach 
fugue on the organ, but there was 
a time when my left toe could find 
and push down a couple of foot 
pedals, while head and hands were 
busy up above with notes and keys. 
That was fin too—but probably 
a little hard on the neighbors. (In- 
cidentally, I have, onsoccasion, done 
some emergency substituting for 
the real music teacher.) On Satur- 
day afternoons while I iron and 
mend, I listen to the opera broad- 
east from the Metropolitan; on 
Sundays there is the Philharmonic 
to enjoy. Sometimes other good 
musical programs make  after- 
9 classroom cleaning no chore 
at all. 


Another Hobby 


A picture file, too, is the result 
of a hobby. Ingenuity, persever- 
ance and a genuine interest in art 
history helped me to collect, mount, 
catalogue and file—in free time— 
nearly ten thousand pictures of the 
arts. These reproductions of arch- 
itecture, sculpture, painting and 
minor arts of past and present 
are an important part of the 
equipment for teaching art and for 
illustrating talks in other depart- 
ments in the school. At the same 
time they are interesting, valuable 
friends. 

At community recreation—a reg- 
ular period of time set aside each 
day for general visiting among 
ourselves—I embroider, sew, knit 
or crochet, without droping too 
many stitches and without slowing.

started and finished—an afghan, for 
instance, made from odds and ends 
of colored yarns; a patch-work 
quilt, shawls, mittens and mats.

I have learned to manipulate chisel, 
gauge and veiner and to use a saw 
without disastrous buckling and 
bending of the blade. I have ac- 
cumulated honorable scratches -and 
Scars on all my thumbs. I have 
acquired a great respect for the 
humblest of carpenters. In good 
moments, I even feel a remote 
kinship. with sculptors right down 
through the ages from the Egypt- 
lans to the least and latest of stick- 
whittlers, 


On the other hand, there is the 
study of Italian—a hobby having 
nothing at afl to do with my teach- 
ing. It began as simple curiosity, 
continued as study—in spare time 
—and resulted in the reading and 
writing of the language. Once I 
had the opportunity to coach an 
Italian boy in English during his 
stay in America. To my everlasting 
chagrin, I found myself shouting 
English words at him as though 
he were deaf—just because he 
could not understand them the first 
time. Gestures were a big help to 
both of us—and fortunately, the 
boy was long-suffering and intel- 
ligent. 


From The Deep Past 


Sometimes it fs even necessary 
to reach back into one’s deep, dark 
past and revive an all but deceased 
hobby. By looping up beads and 
never-minding long skirts, it is pos- 


sible for a nun to handle a tennis |’ 


racket with enough skill to demon- 
strate to tournament-practicing 
girls what not to do. In my day 
gym was called physical culture, 
and we skipped merrily through 
many an Irish Reel, Dutch Clog or 
Russian Cossack Drill—along with 
not-so-merry callisthenics, arabe- 
sques and glides.

My current hobby seems to be 
writing—and the biggest part of 
it turned out to be a book, “With 
Love From Mother.”

Between times I. maintain a sort 
of Fixit Clinic. You know—put a 
nose on a statue, a wire on a pict- 
ure frame, or pick up a stitch in 
somebody’s knitting. Prize fixit 
tools include a good hammer, screw 
drivers—one big, one little— a 
wire-cutting pliers and a saw 
There are hatpins, knives, thumb: 
tacks, brown sticky paper, glue, 
button hooks and knitting Ab. he 
plus paints, crayons, chalks and 
unclassified objects without num- 
ber. (’'m no amateur—alarm 
clocks are easy.) 


_Of course hobbies are only free 
time, which means that for days or 
weeks they are completely ignored. 
Mostly I teach—six periods a day

Hence one of the first suggestions we 
make to a careless or lapsed Catholic is: 
Study your religion. Get @ book that 

ins the doctrines and practices of 
the Catholic faith and read it carefully 
from cover to cover. Not once but re- 
peatedly so that its full import will sink 
into you. Call on your pastor and ask 
for a course of systematic instruction. 
Sign up for such a course which is now 
being conducted two or three times a 
year for inquirers in virtually every 
parish. : 

People don’t leave the Church on in- 
tellectual grounds: for no religion is so 
thoroughly logical and reasonable. To 
appreciate its logical appeal, however, it 
must be understood. Hence the first re- 
quisite—aside, of course, from God’s 
grace—for a firm and indestructible 
faith is a thorough understanding of 
the Catholic religion. If that be lacking, 
arrange to secure it at once. 


Moral Causes Of Defection 


Probably ranking second only to lack 
of religious instruction as a source of 
defection are moral causes, or to put it 
bluntly, immorality. The Catholic moral 
code is an exalted one; it is strict; it 
makes demands upon the flesh which are 
not easy to meet. Because it is rooted 
in the natural law and reflects the 
divine mind, the Catholic moral code 
does not change with the changing fash- 
ions it does not compromise itself by 
making concessions to the pet vices of 
the day nor condone violations of fhe 
moral law simply because they have be- 
come commonplace or fashionable. 

The Church does not alter her moral 
law in accordance with Gallup polls, nor 
does she veer it like a weathervane in 
the direction of every wind that blows. 
She determines right from wrong not 
by the all too prevalent practice of 
counting noses or by inquiring what 
—— of high society would relish, 
ut by reference to the unchanging law 
rooted by the Creator in the very nature 
of things—a law which reflects the 
blended dictate of human reason and the 
ar of the eternal legislator, God Him- 
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such a dichotomizing and tries to pre- 


serve the unity of the personality by 
setting up a defensive reaction: the 
process of rationalization. 


Mechanism Of Escape 


It is a mechanism of escape, which 
psychologists note in the behaviour of 
one who.seeks to justify a mode of con- 
duct contrary to his moral code. Ra- 
tionalization white-washes the offensive 
habit by throwing overboard the ethical 
principle which castigates the individual 
and fills his inner life with turmoil and 
the thunder of reproof. Instead of 
giving up the bad habit, the individual 
seeks to “save face” and achieve the 
unity of his personality by the futile ex- 
pedient of giving up the moral code and 
the faith which upholds and vitalizes it. 
Thus he lulls himself into a form of 
peace; but it is a false peace. In his 
heart he knows it is and can rarely 
escape the feeling of one walking on the 
lid of a slumbering volcano which is 
liable to erupt at any moment and blast 
him into eternity. 


Hurt Feelings 


Another source of defection is “hurt 
feelings.” An individual is scolded by a 
priest; his pride is injured and his feel- 
ings are wounded. He reacts by remain- 
ing away from Church. What a strange 
and silly way of acting? It is like jump- 
ing from the frying pan into the fire. 
The individual should realize that he is 
hurting no one but himself. He should 
realize likewise that Father Smith is not 
the whole Catholic Church but only a 
tiny part of it. Yet when the offended 
individual discontinues the practice of 
his faith, he seems to imagine that he is 
thereby hitting back at Father Smith as 
if the latter were the Catholic Church. 
It is unbelievably childish: yet, strange- 
ly enough, it is the reaction of many. 

To make matters worse, most of the 
grievances are based upon merely imag- 
inary slights and injuries. A pastor 
speaks sternly in the confessional; the 
penitent takes offense where none is in- 
tended and hits back in the childish 
manner indicated. A parishioner takes 
umbrage at a remark in a sermon and 
erroneously imagines that it is a dart 
aimed particularly at him. A pastor en- 
forces a Church regulation against cer- 
tain worldly ultra-sentimental songs at 
weddings and the bride becomes indig- 
nant. . “He is so unsympathetic,” she 
fumes, “so noncooperative, so incon- 
siderate.” 

What a pity! What a tragedy! Be- 
cause of a fancied slight they surrender 
their most precious treasure: their 
holy Catholic faith, bequeathed to them 
by Christ and their forefathers who bled, 
sacrificed and died that the legacy 
might come to them in all its fullness. 


Birth-Control — 

Extensive investigations we con- 
ducted some years ago show that a con- 
siderable number fell away from the 
Church because they were unwilling to 
conform to the Church’s teachings on 
birth-control and marriage. “Too 
stern,” “too harsh,” “too uncompromis- 
ing,” they said. 

Those are not, however, merely the 
Church’s teachings; they are Christ’s as 
well. God cannot compromise His moral 
law with the demands or practices of the 
world: neither can His Church. All the 
Gallup polls that might be taken from 
now to doomsday could not change the 
natural law. The Church’s teachings on 
birth-control stem from the natural law 
and reflect the mind of God, the Crea- 
tor of nature and of man. 

Much misunderstanding exists con- 
cerning the Church’s teachings on this 
subject. Many imagine that the Church 
requires a married couple to have the 
maximum number of offspring. That 1s 
utterly false. The Church does not for- 
bid “birth-control” by self-control or 
natural means, but unethical methods of 
achieving it: she forbids the perfor- 
mance of the conjugal relation and the 
deliberate frustration, through artifi- 
cial contraceptive devices or other un- 
ethical means, of the purpose or end for 
which the action was ordained. 


“Play Fair” - 

The Church asks married couples to 
“play fair,” to give to others the precious 
gift of life, and to appreciate the dig- 
nity and nobility of Christian parent- 
hood wherein they cooperate with the 
most Holy Trinity in bringing into ex- 
istence a human being. 

Hence there is nothing unreasonable 
in the teaching of the Church on this 
subject. Like a kind and loving Mother, 
she is considerate of the health, welfare 
and happiness of all her children. She 
recognizes that the conjugal relationship 
has other purposes besides procreation 
and deepens the love of husband and 
wife. Indeed the wholesome influence of 
the conjugal rélationship upon the de- 
velopment of the spiritual life of hus- 
band and wife is brought out by no one 
more clearly or more beautifully than by 
His Holiness, Pius XI, in his Encyclical, 
Christian Marriage. 

“The primary purpose of this outward 
expression of love,” says the Holy Fa- 
ther, “is that man and wife help each 
other day by day in forming and per- 
fecting themselves in the interior life, 
so that through their partnership in 
life they may advance ever more and 
more in virtue, and above all that they 
may grow in true love towards God and 
their neighbors.” The many benefits 
that physicians and psychiatrists pic- 
ture as flowing from the conjugal rela- 
tionship in the way of emotional tran- 
quility, mental serenity, and the zest to 
achieve, are all included and raised to 
an even higher plane in the perfection 
of the interior life, referred to by His 
Holiness, which culminates in universal 
love—love for God and love for all man- 
kind. 

In developing this thought, expressed 
with such simple beauty by the Holy 
Father, that eminent Catholic scholar, 
Dr. Dietrich von Hildebrand, professor 
of philosophy at the University of 
Munich, points out that those who 
would seek to confine the conjugal rela- 
tionship to the solitary end of procrea- 
tion make a caricature of the Church's 
real teachings and reduce man from the 
status of a spiritual creature to that of 
a mere animal. “To regard wedded love,” 
he says, “as exclusively an objective 
means to the union of wedlock, and the 
latter in turn as a means to procrea- 
tion, would be to subordinate entirely 
man as a human being to man as an 


‘animal—a thoroughly materialistic view 


... To overlook the union between phy- 
sical sex and love or its significance and 
to recognize only the purely utilitarian 
bond between sex and the propagation of 
the race is to degrade man.” 


Promotes Deepest Happiness 

We have developed this point at some 
length because of the widespread. miscon- 
ception of the Church’s-attitude on the 
part, not only of non-Catholics but also 
of many Catholics. From such a mis- 
conception spring their notion of the so- 
called impossible demands and rigor of 
the Church’s teaching with the result 
that many stay away from the sacra- 
ments and eventually discontinue the 
practice of their holy faith. That is a 
great pity and a great mistake. When 
they really understand the Church’s 
teaching on this subject, they will see 
how reasonable it is and how it pro- 
motes their deepest happiness and wel- 
fare. 


Married Out Of The Church 


Many are out of the Church because 
they have run afoul of the Church’s 
marriage laws. Some of these marriages 
can be validated and the Catholic party 
may again approach the sacraments. 
Every Catholic who was not married in 
the Church should consult his pastor at 
once and see what can be done to rec- 
tify the marriage. He will find the 
pastor ready and eager to help him in 
every way within his power. Surveys 
indicate that probably the majority of 
such marriages can be validated and not 
only the Catholic party but also the 
other members of the family can be 
brought into the Church. 

Even in those unfortunate cases 
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where the marriage defect can not be 
cured and the individual restored to the 
sacraments, he should at least attend 

ass and say his prayers instead of 
abandoning his faith entirely. Half a 
loaf is better than none; prayer always 
helps and God’s grace is all-powerful. 

Other factors conspire to alienate a 
Catholic from his faith: the impact of 
pagan surroundings, bad associations, 
drunkenness, sensuality, greed, dishon- 
esty, pride, in short, the world, the flesh 
and the devil. But whatever is the spe- 
cific cause, it should be honestly faced 
and immediate steps taken to eradicate 
it. | 
Hanging above the desk of every 
Catholic should be the following re- 
minder: “There is but one rule of con- 
duct for man or woman: Always do the 
right thing. The cost may be high in 
money, in friends, in sacrifice. The cost 
to do wrong, however, is infinitely 
higher. For a temporal gain we barter 
an eternity.” When a Catholic gives up 
his holy faith for any cause, he is doing 
precisely that—bartering an eternity for 
a bauble. 


The Prodigal Son 


Stop and think of the mercy, the 
compassion and the loving kindness of 
your heavenly Father. Christ narrated 
the story of the prodigal son that He 
might mirror for mankind in all ages 
the heights and the depths of God’s un- 
derstanding, forgiveness and love. You 
remember how the son went to his 
father, demanded the portion of his in- 
heritance and upon receiving it, went 
abroad into a far country. There he 
wasted his substance, living riotously. 

When his money was gone, his fair- 
weather friends deserted him. Poverty- 
stricken, he secured employment in a 
swine-yard. “Returning to himself,” the 
Gospel narrates, he said: “How many 
hired servants in my father’s- house 
abound with bread, and I here perish 
with hunger? I will arise and will go 
to my father, and say to him: Father, 

have sinned against heaven, and be- 
fore thee: I am not worthy to be called 
thy son: make me as one of thy hired 
servants.” 

Meanwhile, the father had not for- 
gotten his son.

Doubleday Out On Strikes 


The following is lifted out of the Chicago Tribune. Since it did not 
appear on the sports page, I feel it may have*been missed by a good 
many midwestern sports enthusiasts; Baseball being our national 
game, I think the article, which is really a book review, is worth re- 
printing in its entirety: 

Baseball’s “patron saint,” Gen. Abner Doubleday of Civil 
war fame, is not as popular among sports writers as he was a 
generation or two ago when A. G. Spalding was campaigning for 
his canonization. A book published in 1947, “Bat, Ball and Bishop” - 
by Robert W. Hentlerson, proves to all except the die-hards that 
the act of creation attributed to Doubleday is a myth. 


This work is a scholarly study of all ball-and-stick games 
from the “historical point of view, and represents 25 years of 
delving into documents in the files of the New York public library. 
Mr. Henderson summarizes his findings in this manner: 


“Doubleday did not invent the name; it existed as early as 
1700 in England and was in popular use in the United States 
before 1830. . | 

“He did not invent the game; the evidence clearly indicates its 
transition from the game of rounders and the existence of printed 
ste rules as early as 1834.- 

— “Doubleday did not devise the ‘diamond’; the diamond shaped 
field is indicated in the illustration and rules of ‘Les Jeux des 
Juenes Garcons” of 1810 and 1822; ‘The Boy’s Own Book’ of 1829; - 
and the word’s first use in print in connection with baseball in the

Controversy 
With German 
Leftists Grows 


Socialist Leader Spurns 


Concordat With Holy See; 
Affects Bavaria‘’s Stand 


Frankfurt, Germany — (NC) — 
The controversy between — the 
Church and left-wing parties in 
connection with the adoption of the 
new constitution for Western Ger- 
many has been accentuated by a 
speech of Dr. Karl Schumacher, 
head of the Social-Democrats (So- 
cialists), delivered in Munich. 

Doctor Schumacher bluntly de- 
clared that the new charter did 
not imply specific recognition of the 
German Concordat with the Holy 
See, saying that pertinent articles 
of the charter meant neither rec- 
ognition nor negation and could 
be interpreted either way. 


Doctor Schumacher also criti- 
cized His Eminence Josef Cardinal 
Frings, Archbishop of Cologne, in 
connection with the prelate’s re- 
cent resignation from the Chris- 
tian Social Party. “The German 
clergy,” he said, “has no stable 
character.” 


The speaker then tried to charge 
the Cardinal with a breach of faith 
in regard to Concordat stipulations 
which bar political activities or 
party membership of the clergy, 
and said that the Cardinal had 
decided “rather late” to resign 
from the party to live up to this 
provision of article 32 of the Con- 
cordat. 


The socialist leader then went 
on to say that the Church had no 
reason to advance the _ slogan, 
“Christ versus Marx,” as though 
the anti-Christ were at the coun- 
try’s door-step. Never, he claimed, 
had the Church in Germany enjoyed 
as much freedom as now. He flatly 
refused to consider the Catholic 
claim that parents have the right 
to determine the type of schooling 
they desire for their children. 
The German Hierarchy, in a recent 
public statement, insisted that this 
claim was of paramount import- 
ance, and that the new constitu- 
tion could be considered but pro- 
visional because it had failed to 
recognize it fully. | 

It is becoming increasingly clear 
that the antagonism between both 
the liberals and socialists on the 
one hand and the Christian parties 
on the other has become a major 
factor in the domestic field. It 
deeply affects the position of Bav- 
aria, which is predominantly Cath- 
olic, and lains her reluctance in 
regard to Bonn constitution.

Very Rev. Joseph Van de 


Putte Declares Japanese 


Disappointed In Shinto; Nipon Intelligentsia Says 
Catholicism Must Battle Communism For Control 


Arlington, Va.—(NC)—Japan is today the most fertile 
mission area for the Church in the far East, the Very Rey. 
Joseph Van de Putte, superior general of the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary missioners, stated here as he was on the last 
leg of his round-the-world visitation tour of the society’s 


houses. 


Before arriving at the U.S. headquarters of the Im- 


maculate Heart of Mary Fathers‘ 
at Missionhurst here, Father Van 
de Putte spent almost a full year 
inspecting the society’s missions 
in China, Japan, the Celebes and 
the Philippines. 


._ Father Van de Putte reported 
that the Japanese people have been 
disappointed in Shinto and are 
eagerly seeking a new religion. 
Educated Japanese, he said, see 
only two possibilities: Catholicism 
or communism. If Catholics over 
the world would display only part 
of the interest in spreading their 
belief that communists show, he 
said, there would he real hope for 
a Catholic Japan. He pointed out 
that in the Himeji area taken over 
by I.H.M. missioners since the 
war, the number of Catholics has 
doubled in one year. A promising 
feature of the conversion move- 
ment is that it’s among the young- 
er people, those under 30, the Su- 
perior General said. 


Reporting on China, where the 
society has 119 missionaries, 70 of 
them in Red-held territory, the tall, 
bearded, Belgian priest said that 
the Red policy on religion has 
“softened.” The communists have 
dropped their 1947-48 campaign of 
terror and have adopted one of 
“toleration,” he stated, 

None of the society’s priests are 
now in prison. But mission prop- 
erties are confiscated under exorbi- 
tant “taxes,” and pressure is 
placed on the faithful to “dis- 
suade” them giving alms to the 
missionaries. The top communist 
authorities are maintaining a pol- 
icy of silence, the priest explained, 
but local Red officials declare that 
they will drive out all “foreign- 
ers.” After the March, 1948, offen- 
sive of the Reds Father Van de 
Putte ordered the old and sick 
missioners back to the society’s 
headquarters in Belgium, and 
transferred many of the priests 
studying Chinese in Peiping to 


missions in the Philippines, Japan} 


and the United States. 

In the Celebes, in the Dutch East 
Indies, conversions are slow be- 
cause of the traditional Mohamme- 
dan reluctance to depart from the 


ancestral faith. The only progress’ 


is among a tribe of pagans known 
as the Toradjas, he said. 

In the Philippines, the Immacu- 
late Heart of Mary missioners are 
working among the mountain 
tribes, Father Van de Putte said.

me 


said that one of the greatest 


rcies she ever received from God was a vision of Hell. 
Probably there are few among us who would feel inclined to 


share her sentiment. 


Yet she kept to that opinion even 


though six years later she still shuddered at the bare re- 


membrance of what she saw. 


We shudder to think of Hell? 


without ever having experienced 
the faintest glimpse of it. In fact, 
our entire nation—grand and glor- 
ious though it is—has developed 
something akin to “psychological 
blindness” as regards that most 
unpleasant of realities. America 
is spiritually groggy—not from 
visions to be sure, but from the 
materialistic vapors of greed for 
money and pleasure that Ameri- 
cans breathe throughout the width 
and breadth of the land. 


We need to have our eyes clear- 
ed and our minds alerted to the 
befogging influence of all this 
glittering sham. Every age that 
could boast of being civilized has 
heard the echo bellow back this 
need. But we who have managed 
to pass into the “ultra” of civiliza- 
tion,” would seem to have also 
passed beyond the range of our 
own echo. 


Our shell of a “civilization,” “ul- 
tra” or not, contains little genuine 
culture and less solid Christianity. 
One might even think that sin and 
its consequences are now out of 
date. Not so in the Middle Ages 
which our tainted histories so so- 


phistically dub as the “Dark Ages.” 


No age of “Enlightenment” or of 
“Progress” ever produced a Dante 
with his “Divine Comedy.” In 
fact, it was after reading the first 
section, the “Inferno,” that I real- 
ized that his message is a unique, 
vibrant echo that comes as an 
answer to our need. And, though 
I have no notions about the pos- 
sibility of every John Doe’s delv- 


ing into thirteenth century Italian |}, 


poetry, I do hope that many will 
get a spiritual “eye opener” by 
glancing ino the “Inferno” indi- 
rectly through this brief article. 


Light Of Faith 


In Dante’s day the atmosphere 
was clearer and healthier. Then 
the Faith was the light by which 
men worked and played and pray- 
ed. The Christian pattern was vis- 
ible everywhere. en of his day 
had their human nature, all right, 
but they also had their super-na- 
ture—the life of sanctifying grace.

So, if Dante 
thangs’ his age could use a re- 
mi or two, what a reminder 
he would. write for our twentieth 
century! But, really, what he has 
written still holds. The “Inferno” 
is a timely whiff of smelling salts. 
The pity is that it has such a 
meager reading audience. 

Our civilization certainly does a 
thorough job of ignoring man's 
soul. The “American way of life” 
has become a short cut to every- 
thing but the only Life for which 
man is- really meant. Church 
steeples and crosses are becoming 
but quaint relics. Today all eyes 
stare with awe at our m 
monuments to mammon—the sky- 
scrapers. Nature would like to 
remind us of God's majestical 
power and infinite care of His 
world; but modern advertising 
steals the show: our highways are 
lined with billboards insistently 
suggesting luxury and lust. God 
s become the “Forgotten Man” 
among His people. 


The Gamut Of Hell 


Although it is not likely that 
American culture will make an 
instantaneous “about-face” from 
its pagan tendencies, I would like 
to indulge a bit in the prospects 
of our world getting a dose of 
“Dantean” antitoxin via twentieth 
century methods. 


Dante leads his reader through 
the gamut of Hell in an unforget- 
table manner. 


to order for the rational animal:— 
Dante personifies sin and its con- 
sequences. “Visual aid” and the 
“power of suggestion” are not so 
modern as we might think, 


Sin might not be quite so com- 
mon were it unmasked. The “wolf” 
wouldn’t look so innocent with- 
out his “sheep’s clothing.” And 
the “Pied Piper” wouldn’t have so 
many followers if it were known 
that the way leads over a cliff. 


Our, gay moderns who gad 
about after pleasure and thrills 
might find a sobering thought or 
two if they ever read Dante’s de- 
scription of souls incessantly run- 
ning over burning sand. Or, 
if they like things “hot,” Dante 
could show them the plight of per- 
sons frozen immovably in _ ice. 


Things would take on a “new 
look” for lustful lovers if they saw 
themselves hating and hacking each 
each other’s body for all eternity. 


Hollywood producers might de- 
velop a conscience if they thought 
their eternity might be spent eat- 
ing mud. 

But no matter how miserable 
Dante makes his eternal punish- 
ments, he does not conceal the 
paradoxical truth of God’s mercy 
toward even the damned: He could 
always make things worse for 
them than He actually does. Even a 
modicum of reflection on that as- 
pect of Hell should give our eu- 
thanasia enthusiasts a very salu- 
tary insight into the mystery of 
merey and suffering in this lfe— 
into the pitilessness of their own 
pity. 


Something New 


“Something new” would be add- 
ed if all our means of commercial 
propagenas ave us an occasional 
peek into Dante’s “Inferno”; if 
billboards contrasted the utter lone- 
liness of Hell as against 
the love, sympathy, and under- 
standing found in a large Catholic 
family; if movies suggested vir- 
tue instead of vice, of fidelity rath- 
er than divorce. America would 
be amazingly different if people 
made church their second home; if 
people would take St. Teresa’s ad- 
vice and “warm themselves by the 
fire of Hell once in a while.” 


But life goes on, and will prob- 
ably continue its merry way— 
the “American way,” I mean. It 
is traveling too fast to make an 

sharp turns very soon. Thoug 

the present number of suicides 
would seen to indicate that the 
riders are getting a little sick 
of it all. There’s no doubt about 
it, the “American way”—or more 
correctly, the “un-American way” 
—is making it easy to be bad and 
hard to be good. It is undermin- 
ing our spiritual health—a fact 
that makes it a problem for the in- 
dividual.

the prayerful veneration of all 
Americans and all America! ... 

“Since 28% of the Army, 31% 
of the Navy and 37% of the Mar- 
ines were Catholic boys, it is quite 
possible that this lad,. chosen in 
death to represent all American 
boys that you and I and the Con- 
gressmen Bardens of America 
might live in security and peace 
was a Catholic, educated in Cath- 
olic schools! 


“T review these heartrending 
scenes in which I participated, not 
to make an emotional appeal, but 
rather through them to focus 
attention on the frightening fact 
that educators, both uninformed
